Imbalance  Law  to  Affect  Chinatown 


In  September .many  neigh¬ 
borhood  children  who  as¬ 
sumed  they  would  attend 
Lincoln  or  Mackey  Schools 
may  find  themselves  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Michael angel o 
Middle  School  In  the  North 
End  or  to  a  variety  of  oth¬ 
er  schools--w1th  signifi¬ 
cant  numbers  of  Chinese 
students--may  also  be  af¬ 
fected  . 

The  move  comes  after 
long  debate  among  the 


State,  the  City's  School 
Committee,  parents,  teach¬ 
ers,  and  polltclans  re¬ 
garding  enforcement  of  the 
State's  controversial  ra¬ 
cial  imbalance  law. 

If  the  State  plan  Is 
adopted,  Lincoln  and  Quincy 
Schools  (which  now  have  K 
to  8)  will  become  elemen¬ 
tary  schools  providing 
classes  for  K  to  5  only. 
Students  in  the  6-8  grade 
classes  in  the  Chinatown 


area  will  attend  Michael - 
angelo  Middle  School  in  the 
North  End. 

Mackey  School  (now  K-8) 
will  become  a  middle  school 
offering  grades  6-8  only. 
Others  in  the  younger 
grades  will  attend  Ban¬ 
croft,  Hurley  or  Williams. 

High  school  students  re¬ 
siding  In  the  South  Cove- 
Chi  natown  area --many  of 
whom  might  have  been  at-

Tai  Tung  Tenants’  Meeting  Produces  Complaints 


Tai  Tung  Village  resi¬ 
dents  formed  a  tenant's  or¬ 
ganization  during  their 
first  major  meeting  on  Feb.

The  meeting  focused  on 
various  complaints.  Some 
specified  are: 


(1)  Roofs,  the  bridge 
and  apartments  leaks; 

(2)  Toilet  leaks  after  a 
nominal  six  month  period; 

(3)  Wind,  snow  and  rain 
blowing  into  apartments; 

(4)  Lack  of  security  on 
the  grounds  and  within  the 
building;  and 


(5)  The  management's  lax 
attitude  concerning  the 
Installations  of  window 
screens. 

During  subsequent  meet¬ 
ings,  the  Chinese  Tai  Tung 
Village  Tenant  Organization 
was  designated  as  the 
group's  official  name  with 
the  purpose  of  improving 
the  building's  conditions. 

Membership  of  the  organ¬ 
ization  includes  tenants  as 
well  as  store  proprietors. 
Directing  the  organization 
will  be  six  officers  serv¬ 
ing  one  year  terms.  An  ad¬ 
visory  group  of  21  repre¬ 
sentatives  from  each  of  the 
four  buildings  in  the  com¬

mittee  of  seven  representa¬ 
tives  were  also  set  up.

EDITORIAL 

Living  Conditions  Warrant  Action 


As  winter  drifted  into  Tai  Tung  Village,  residents 
received  more  than  their  fair  share  of  snow  and  cold 
temperatures . 

Snow  literally  blew  in  through  unsealed  rifts  around 
windows  and  air  conditioner  units  and  caused  tempera¬ 
tures  to  dip  in  many  of  the  apartments.  A  draft  blown 
through  these  rifts  froze  the  snow  on  window  sills  to 
chunks  of  ice. 

Mystery  leaks  also  posed  a  problem.  On  two  occasions 
this  reporter  talked  to  several  residents  who  complained 
of  water  leakage  in  their  apartments,  seemingly  from 
apartments  above  them.  When  an  inquiry  was  made,  there 
were  no  signs  of  water  in  the  apartments  above. 

Four  months  have  passed  since  the  living  conditions 
of  Chinatown's  Tai  Tung  Village  were  reviewed  in  a 
SAMPAN  survey. 

Through  SAMPAN's  survey,  Tai  Tung  residents  had  the 
opportunity  to  voice  their  opinions  of  the  complex.  Re¬ 
sponse  at  the  time  focused  on  several  areas  including 
noise,  a  generally  unsanitary  atmosphere,  and  a  lack  of 
security  on  Tai  Tung  grounds  and  within  the  four-build¬ 
ing  complex.  Many  residents  also  concluded  that  Tai 
Tung  was  a  "nice  place  to  live  despite  badly  needed 
improvements. 

During  the  period  of  the  survey,  suggestions  to  im¬ 
prove  the  conditions  of  Tai  Tung  living  were  made  to 
the  manager,  Charles  Flynn. 

These  suggestions  included  replacing  missing  fire  ex¬ 
tinguishers  and  repairing  unhinged  compartments;  circu¬ 
lating  bilingual  instructions  concerning  the  operation 
of  fire  extinguishers;  placing  locks  and  bilingual  signs 
on  fuse  boxes  to  prevent  accidents;  replacing  missing 
ceiling  tiles;  providing  better  lighting  on  Tai  Tung 
grounds  especially  at  the  rear  of  A-building;  repairing 
window  sill  frames;  and  placing  protective  bars  in  front 
of  picture  windows  on  elevator  floors. 

Many  areas  of  improvement  must  come  from  the  manage¬ 
ment,  but  Tai  Tung  Village  residents  must  take  some  re¬ 
sponsibility  in  the  maintai nance  of  the  complex.  To 
date,  defaced  property  and  litter  can  be  found  in  eleva¬ 
tors,  on  staircases,  and  on  the  grounds  of  Tai  Tung  it¬ 
self. 

If  Tai  Tung  Village  is  to  be  a  livable  place--a  place 
to  call  home--more  concern  by  all  must  be  demonstrated 
soon,  before  the  damage  gets  out  of  hand.

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Focus  on  Community  Plight 

In  the  February-March  issue  of  the  SAMPAN,  an  edito¬ 
rial  by  WCVB-TV  (Channel  5)  was  re-printed.  Responding 
to  the  editorial  on  Feb.  22  on  the  air  was  Caroline 
Chang,  (then)  Little  City  Hall  field  representative  and 
manager.  Here  is  her  editorial  reply: 

Recently  (Feb.  3,  1974)  Channel  5  presented  a  highly 
commendable  series  of  programs  which  demonstrated  the 
needs  and  problems  of  the  Chinese  community  and  the 
steps  which  have  been  taken  to  meet  these  needs--parti- 
cularly  through  the  dedication  and  volunteer  effort  of 
many  community  members. 

The  City  of  Boston  under  Mayor  Kevin  White  very  early 
acknowledged  the  plight  of  the  community.  The  Office  of 
Human  Rights  over  four  years  ago  held  the  first  public 
hearing  ever — and  thus  the  first  opportunity — for  the 
community  to  air  its  grievances. 

The  Office  of  Public  Services  established  a  Little 
City  Hall.  The  City  of  Boston's  Health  and  Hospitals 
Department  is  helping  to  support  a  community  health  cen¬ 
ter.  The  Chinese  Golden  Age  Center  was  conceived  and 
very  much  supported  by  the  City's  Commission  on  Elderly 
Affairs. 

The  gates  will  soon  be  opened  to  the  first  park  the 
community  has  ever  had.  The  Street  Lighting  Program  has 
added  over  30  lights  in  Chinatown  and  soon  will  further 
increase  the  numbers  of  street  lights  in  the  area.  The 
City  played  a  major  role  in  the  development  and  con¬ 
struction  of  Tai  Tung  Village,  the  only  housing  that  has 
ever  been  constructed  in  Chinatown. 

While  we  recognize  that  many  other  problems  need  to 
be  addressed,  we  believe  that  Mayor  White  has  shown  con¬ 
crete  evidence  of  his  concern  and  commitment  to  the  Chi¬ 
nese  residents  of  Boston  and  will  continue  to  do  so. 
However,  there  are  only  so  many  resources  at  the  local 
level . 

I  urge  the  state  and  federal  agencies  to  assume  their 
full  share  of  the  responsibility  for  this  community 
NOW.  In  addition,  I  urge  that  private  agencies,  espe¬ 
cially  those  funded  with  public  dollars,  begin  address¬ 
ing  themselves  to  the  needs  of  the  Chinese  community.

Under  the  state  plan, 
the  school  district  lines 
are  to  be  changed  to  effec¬ 
tively  reduce  the  number  of 
imbalanced  schools  in  Bos¬ 
ton.  And,  schools  predomi¬ 
nantly  white  are  forced  to 
take  in  more  non-white  stu¬ 
dents,  and  vice  versa. 

The  city  is  expected  to 
adopt  the  state's  plan-- 
with  modifications--because 
the  city  has  been  unable  to 
offer  its  own  workable, 
acceptable  solution  to  bal¬ 
ancing  the  schools. 

As  a  result  of  the  moves 
most  Chinese  in  the  South 
Cove  will  go  either  to  Mac- 
key  or  Michael angelo  for 
middle  school  and  the  en¬ 
rollment  of  Chinese  at  Edi¬ 
son  Junior  High  is  expected 
to  decrease,  possibly  jeoD- 
ardizing  the  bi-lingual  ed¬ 
ucation  classes  in  opera¬ 
tion  at  Edison. 

With  the  new  disperse- 
ment  of  Chinese  students, 
the  question  is  raised: 
which  state  law,  the  racial 
imbalance  law  or  the  bi¬ 
lingual  education  law, 
takes  precedence,  notes 
Deanna  Wong,  president  of 
the  Chinese  Education  Com¬ 
mittee  (CEC). 

Many  of  the  aspects  of 
the  racial  imbalance  law 
were  discussed  at  a  parents 
meeting  held  March  31  by 
the  CEC  at  the  Merchants 
Association  Building. 

All  parents  and  students 
are  supposed  to  be  notified 
no  later  than  April  15  of 
exactly  which  schools  the 
students  will  be  attending 


in  September  1974. 

The  State  of  Massachu¬ 
setts  passed  in  1965  a  law 
to  eliminate  racial  isola¬ 
tion  in  the  state's  school. 
The  much-heralded  bill  how¬ 
ever,  has  taken  nearly  nine 
years  to  implement,  as  plan 
after  plan  have  been  de¬ 
feated  and  the  law  itself 
taken  to  the  courts  on  its 


legal ity. 

Under  the  law,  schools 
must  have  a  student  popula¬ 
tion  that  is  at  least  50 
percent  "white".  Chinese 
are  classified  as  non-white 
Hence,  schools  such  as  the 
Lincoln,  Quincy  and  Mackey 
which  are  predominantly 
Chinese,  are  considered 
"imbalanced . "

Two-Step  SS  Benefit 


Increases  Start  April 

Congress  has  passed  and 
the  President  has  signed 
into  law  an  increase  in  so¬ 
cial  security  payments. 

The  increase,  generally 
amounting  to  11  percent, 
will  be  paid  in  two  steps: 

*7  percent  will  be  in¬ 
cluded  in  April  3  checks. 

*4  percent  will  be  in¬ 
cluded  in  July  3  checks. 

You  do  not  have  to  take 
any  action  to  get  the  in¬ 
creases.  They  will  be  in¬ 
cluded  in  your  social  secu¬ 
rity  checks  automatically. 


The  basic  premium  for 
medical  insurance---the  a- 
mount  most  people  pay--will 
go  up  40  cents  a  month  for 
the  12-month  period  start¬ 
ing  with  July  1974.  The 
new  rate  will  be  $6.70  per 
month,  up  from  the  current 
$6.30. 

The  increase  are  related 
to  a  rise  in  the  cost  of 
medical  and  hospital  ser¬ 
vices  and  are  necessary  to 
keep  Medicare  on  a  pay-as- 
you-go  basis  as  the  law  re¬ 
quires. 

The  Government  also  will 
pay  more  starting  in  July 


so  you'll  still  be  paying 
no  more  than  half  the  cost 
of  your  medical  insurance. 

The  new  premium  will  be 
deducted  from  the  social 
security  check  you  get  in 
July. 


Some  people  pay  more 
than  the  basic  premium  (be¬ 
cause  there  was  a  period 
when  they  could  have  had 
medical  insurance  but  did 


not).  For  these  people, 
the  premiums  are:

Chinese  Christian  Church 

Proposed  Resource  Center  Funded  $10,000 


The  Chinese  Christian 
Church  has  recently  been  a- 
warded  a  $10,000  grant  from 
the  Metropolitan  Planning 
Project  (MPP)  for  a  pro¬ 
posed  Chinese-American  Re¬ 
source  Center  (CARC)  to  be 
situated  in  Chinatown. 

The  Center  is  to  serve 
as  a  repository  of  multi - 
media  materials  and  other 
education  aides  dealing 
with  China,  its  culture  and 
its  people. 

The  purpose  of  the  MPP's 
funding  of  the  Resource 
Center  is  to  facilitate  the 
linking  of  surrounding  sub¬ 
urban  communities  with  the 
many  ethnic  and  minority 
groups  residing  in  the  city 
The  MPP  and  CARC  are  both 
volunteer  organizations  and 
do  not  attempt  to  interfere 
with  the  inter-racial  bal¬ 
ancing  laws. 


The  CARC  will  provide 
various  metropolitan  school 
districts  with  trained  con¬ 
sultants  to  edit,  annotate, 
program  and  provide  audio¬ 
visual  and  class  materials. 

The  subject  matter  of 
the  materials  will  deal 
with  various  aspects  of 
life  and  culture  in  Hong 
Kong,  Taiwan,  the  People's 
Republic  of  China  and  var¬ 
ious  American  Chinatowns. 

The  CARC  will  assist  in 
setting  up  Chinese-American 
studies  curricula  within 
several  Boston  public 
schools  as  an  attempt  to 
eliminate  the  false  miscon¬ 
ceptions  and  Chinese  stere¬ 
otypes,  and  to  provide  a 
more  accurate  representa¬ 
tion  of  the  Chinese  culture 
and  people. 

Funds  granted  to  the 
Metropolitan  Planning  Pro¬ 
ject  have  not  yet  been  re¬ 


leased  from  Washington, 
D.C.,  and  hence,  have  not 
been  made  available  for  the 
Resource  Center  as  yet. 

Once  the  funds  are  fi¬ 
nally  received,  the  first 
stage  of  the  CARC's  plan¬ 
ning  will  be  to  procure, 
review,  and  annotate  the 
materials.  Upon  completion 
of  the  planning  stage,  the 
CARC  will  work  directly 
with  the  Brookline,  Lexing¬ 
ton,  Marshfield  public 
schools  and  particularly 
with  the  Mass.  Experimental 
School . 


The  site  of  the  Resource 
Center  is  still  undecided 
but  will  definitely  be  in 
Chinatown  to  permit  "maxi¬ 
mum  use  of  the  center  by 
both  the  Chinese  community 
and  the  Metropolitan  school 
districts

Girls  Organize  for  Activities  as 
Chinatown  YWCA  Chapter 
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Counselor  Available  to  Help 
Chinese  Businessmen

Free  of  service  charge, 
business  counselor  Susan 
Chan  Egan  of  the  Local  De¬ 
velopment  of  the  South  End, 
Inc.  (LDSE)  will  help  Chi¬ 
nese  businessmen  obtain 
loans  and  financial  projec¬ 
tions. 

The  LDSE,  funded  by  the 
Small  Business  Administra¬ 
tion  (SBA)  and  the  office 
of  Minority  Business  Enter¬ 
prise  (OMBE),  is  supported 
by  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Commerce. 

With  Mrs.  Egan's  help,  a 
Chinese  businessman  may  ob¬ 
tain  a  loan  to  start  his 
business  in  the  following 
three  ways. 

Bank  Loans 

If  he  needs  a  sum  of 
money  to  set  up  a  business 
but  has  half  of  that  sum 
himself,  Mrs.  Egan'  can 
write  a  loan  proposal  for  a 
direct  loan  from  the  bank. 
Since  the  businessman  has 
half  the  sum  he  needs,  he 
should  encounter  little 
trouble  in  obtaining  the 
bank  loan. 

For  the  person  who  has 
less  than  half  the  sum  that 
he  needs  to  open  a  business 
but  has  15  per  cent  of  the 
sum  and  more,  Mrs.  Egan 
-  will  write  a  loan  proposal 
to  the  bank.  The  bank's 
representative,  Mrs.  Egan 
and  the  businessman  will 
discuss  his  loan  and  busi¬ 
ness  plans.  If  everything 
goes  well,  the  bank  will 
send  the  loan  proposal  and 
fill -out  forms  for  the  SBA 
to  approve.  If  the  SBA  ap¬ 
proves,  the  businessman 
will  obtain  his  loan. 


In  the  case  of  a  busi¬ 
ness  failure,  the  SBA  will 
absorb  90  per  cent  of  the 
loss  and  the  bank,  10  per 
cent. 

There  are  drawbacks  to 
this  loan-guaranty  program 
since  red  tape  often 
forces  a  businessman  to 
wait  weeks  for  his 
loan. 

SBA’s  Loans 

If  a  person  wants  to  set 
up  a  business,  has  no  mon¬ 
ey,  has  excellent  business 
plans  and  has  been  turned 
down  by  two  banks,  Mrs. 
Egan  will  write  a  loan  pro¬ 
posal  directly  to  the  SBA. 
SBA's  loans  are  better  than 
the  bank's  due  to  a  lower 
interest  rate  of  six  per 
cent.  Bank's  interest  rates 
are  11  per  cent  or  more. 

Mrs.  Egan  also  helps  to 
obtain  loans  for  those 
whose  business  is  declining 
or  expanding.  It  is  diffi¬ 
cult  to  obtain  a  loan  for 
one  whose  business  is  de¬ 
clining.  He  must  prove 
that  his  business  needs 
more  money  to  survive,  in 
order  for  success  to  fol¬ 
low.  Otherwise,  banks  and 
SBA  are  reluctant  to  give 
maney  to  failing  enter¬ 
prises.  For  one  who  wishes 
to  expand,  he  must  show 
that  his  business  is  break¬ 
ing  even  or  making  a  pro¬ 
fit.

Nutrition  Program 
to  Benefit  Elderly 

The  elderly  of  eight 
Boston  neighborhoods — in¬ 
cluding  Boston  Chinatown-- 
will  benefit  from  a  feder¬ 
ally-funded  nutrition  pro¬ 
gram. 

Both  meals  and  social 
services  will  be  provided 
under  the  program,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Ruth  Moy,  director 
of  the  Golden  Age  Center. 

The  Golden  Age  Center 
located  at  239  Harrison 
Ave.  will  administer  China¬ 
town's  portion  of  the  pro¬ 
gram.  Mrs.  Moy,  however, 
has  some  doubts  regarding 
the  effectiveness  of  the 
program  in  Chinatown. 

She  said  that  the  FDNH 
under  the  program  is  pre¬ 
pared  to  dispense  13  pre¬ 
pared  meals--pr1marily  lim¬ 
ited  to  Western  tastes,  to 
the  Golden  Age  Center.  The 
food,  she  said,  is  unsuit¬ 
able  for  the  elderly  who 
are  accustomed  to  rice  and 
other  Chinese  foods. 

Mrs.  Moy  has  requested 
that  the  FDNH,  in  lieu,  of 
the  Western  style  prepared 
and  catered  meals,  give  the 
Golden  Age  Center  the  e- 
qui valency  in  monetary  val¬ 
ue  toward  purchasing. Chi  - 
nese  food  stuff,  or  that 
the  GAC  receive  raw  foods 
which  can  be  prepared  Chi¬ 
nese  style.  At  press  time, 
Mrs.  Moy's  request  had  not 
been  acted  upon. 
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Chinese- Americans  ask  effect  of  busing

Boston’s  Chinese-Am- 
merican  parents  yesterday 
expressed  concern  that  the 
Massachusetts  Board  of 
Education’s  school  balanc¬ 
ing  plan  may  affect  the 
safety  and  education  of 
their  children. 

The  major  issue  at  the 
meeting  of  150  parents  at 
the  Chinese  Merchants 
Assn,  in  Chinatown  was 
whether  the  state  would 
provide  adequate  trans¬ 
portation  for  children  who 
will  be  transferred  to 
other  Boston  Public 
schools. 

According  to  the  plan, 


students  in  junior  high 
grades  at  the  Lincoln  and 
Quincy  Schools  near  Chi¬ 
natown  will  be  transferred 
to  the  Michelangelo  School 
on  the  North  End. 

“Will  the  state  provide 
school  buses?”  asked  one 
parent.  “Can  you  guaran¬ 
tee  the  safety  of  the  chil¬ 
dren  enroute  to  and  at  the 
school?” 

“The  Department  of 
Public  Safety  will  deter¬ 
mine  whether  the  children 
will  be  bused  or  go  by 
public  transportation,”  an¬ 
swered  area  School  Supt. 
Peter  Ingeneri.  “We 


should  know  in  two  or 
three  weeks.” 

Another  parent  asked: 
“Why  are  we  being  trans¬ 
ferred  out?”  Can’t  they 
transfer  other  children 
into  our  schools?” 

“The  capacity  of  the 
Quincy  School  wouldn’t 
allow  an  equal  number  of 
white  junior  high  students 
to  be  used  in  for  racial 
balancing,”  Ingeneri  said. 

“The  Michelangelo 
School  is  predominantly 
white,  so  the  Chinese  chil¬ 
dren,  who  are  considered 
non-white,  are  being 
transferred  to  the  school 
for  racial  balance,”  he 
said. 


Another  issue  at  the 
meeting  was  if  the  trans¬ 
fers  would  affect  the  bil¬ 
ingual  language  program. 

“The  bilingual  law, 
which  says  you  can  have  a 
program  if  there  are.  15 
students  of  one  ethnic  mi¬ 
nority  in  the  school,  may 
be  in  conflict  with  the  im¬ 
balance  law,”  said  Deanna 
Wong,  chairman  of  the 
Chinese  Education  Com¬ 
mittee,  a  citizens  organiza¬ 
tion. 

“I’ll  be  interested  in 
seeing  which  the  state  de¬ 
cides  has  priority,  — 
school  imbalance  or  bil— 
lingual  education,”  she 
commented.
